Tho common antl- 
oto used is whisky in largo quantities, 
vhich acts to a good effect wbero tho 
atient is not addicted to drink, but 
hould ho bo partly saturated with al- 
x)hol, then it is of no avail. A euro 
not generally known, and which acts 
^lmo^t by magic, is to take a live chicken 
iml cut it open and place it over th<> 
vound.

ho poison and assumes a dark green 
olor. Then place a fresh one on the 
iimcturod parts and still a third due, 
diich is usually sufficient in ordinary 
uses. A never-failing remedy that is 
ised to a great extent in Florida, is u> 
ombinatioii of lion root and rattloeDako 
iolot. Tho former is made into a. tea, 
,nd a salve is mado of tho violet. Be- 
oro using tliis, bowpvcr, a poultice 
mado of salt and indigo ia applied to 
the wound to dnvw out tbo poisonous 
uatteu. A modstone is aleo saM to act 
vith tlio enma effect on a snako bite that 
t does on that of a mad dog.

t, and am awaiting anxiously to test its 
llicacy on either dog or reptile poisor»- 
ng.

*n on tho arm, say, to-day, just ono 
car from now, within a da,y or two of 
ho anniversary of tlie occurrence, tho 
irm will begin to swell und yellow spots 
csembling tlioso of a snake appear, 
nd this will reciir each soccoe«ding 
car."—Pittsburgh Gazette.

igrcss antl doso- competition, when 


and is high and profits arc smalL 
There must lie intelligence, experience, 
acquaintance with tno land, and cli- 
mate, and the crops best adapted. This 
;uowle<lgo is Indispensable, ami prac- 
icc must go with it; not only is tho 
trade to bo learned so as to know lx>w 


work and plan to advantage, but the 
1 also must bo understood, in all ita 


varieties. Actual experience in undcr- 


ndingly working the soil lor years in 


succession, is imperatively demanded if 
tho best results would bo obtained. 


It is of the utmost importance to un- 


flcrstand. tho principles that apply—the 
whys and wherefores of what k to be 
lone. This is tho domain of science. 
f'or instance, science tolls i» that sun- 


plants 
no ears will bo formed; or if ho 


illows his fruit trees to be crowded to 
the extent of shading the fruit, small 
and imperfect specimens will resort. 
This teaches lees .cloaoJy planting trees 
incl thinning out the branches—-plant- 
ng corn so as to give access to sunlight. 
There is no branch of farming, that, iiaa 
not principles that govern it, which if 
not understood nnd cnrried out, will re- 
ult in disappointment 
It is tho busi- 


ness of tho f:irmer to improve the con- 
lilion of tho toil so as to favor develop- 
ment. 
In this lies his success or failure, 


and it covers the whole^ield of farming, 
.viiich is ii very wide ono, embracing 
most of tlu> sciences, from' which ho 
mav dorivo instruction. He thus has 
much to encourage him if he ie a man of 
spirit and enterprise. If slothful and 
unambitious he will despair, and the ad- 
vance of time will soon leave Wro out of 
sight, and his place will bo occupied by 
others 
more worthy.—Cor. Oountru

Tho close of each fiscal year, June 30, 


witnesses a cogipleto settlement at thfl 
•mint: All'the com in the yai:lts iij 
counted, and all tlic gold and silver in 
the form of ingots, strips, chips and 
sweepings arc carefully weighed to tho 
one hundredth part of an ounce, Fines 
and furnaces »ro torn out, subsiding 
walls cleaned and all parts of the min( 
carefully swept, so that so far as possi- 
ble every particle of tho precious met.ils 
is gathered up. When all the coin on 
hand has been coantcd and all tho bul- 
lion carefully weighed this, with the 
amount previously transferred to tbu 
general ticasury or paid out under war- 
rants, is deducted from the amount 
charged to the Superintendent aud tliq 
operative officers, and the difference 19 
the wattage resulting from ytho opera- 
tions of the year. 
. 
To meet the necessary loss in tho 


operations there is an allowance madu 
bv law. If the wastage is within tho 
legal allowance, and if the operations 
appear to have been conducted with 
care, skill and integrity, tho settlement 
is consiuercil and reported satisfactory. 


Under the management of Colonel 


Snonden tho wastage resulting from 
tho operat.ons has always been far 
within the legal allowance. This year 
is no exception to the unbroken line of 
honorable and satisfactory settlements. 
The following figures will give some 
idea of the magnitude of the operations 
of tho Mint for the past fiscal year just 
closed, and will also manifest the skill 
and integrity with which its delicate 
operations have been conducted. 


The total number of tivo (5) nnd one 


(1) cent pieces issued was 5o,955,029, 
with a faco value of $1,17-1,907.73. Iu 
tho settlement 
this 
account came 


out 
to 
a 
cent, 
there being no 


loss. 
Tho 
amount 
of 
gold bul- 


lion operated upon was 1,305,575.65 
troy ounces, equal to $24,289,779.70. 
upon which there was a legal allowance 
of wastage in tho various manipulations 
in converting into gold coin of 1,034 91 
ouncos, equal to $19,254.80. Tho act- 
ual wastage, as established by tho set- 
tlement, was but 33.36, or $620.61—or a 
loss of less than one dollar in every $81 
allowed by law. 
Tho amount of silver bullion operated 


on was 51,874,423 57 ounces, or over 
1,778 tons; worth $60,181,125.25—dol- 
lar value. Upon this there was a legal 
allowance for wastago of 65,059.83 
ounces, or $75,524.17, if converted into 
standard dollars. The actual wastage 
in working this enormous amount of 
silver was but 4,626.67 onnces. 


It will thus be seen that upon a total 


of gold and silver 
operated upon 


amounting to 53,179,999.22 troy ounces, 
with a coin value of $84.470,908.95, 
there was a total loss of but 4,659^.35 
tioy ounces, with a coin value of $5,- 
912.20, while the actual wastage allowed 
by law for operating the same bullion 
w'as 66,094.74 troy ounces—equal to 
4,91.778.47. 
Tuo officers sent from Washington to 


conduct the examination and prove Uie 
settlement returned to the Capital highly 
gratified, uot only at the care, skill, and 
economy manifested in all tho depart- 
ments of tho mint, but witb especial ad- 
miration that so enormous a coinage 
could have been issued in perfect con- 
dition, with eo trifling a loss, in tho 
present crowded and cramped condi- 
tion of the mint. 
In these times, when distrust ifl wide- 


spread, and the public are too accus- 
tomed to extravagance and loss—if not 
dishonesty—in 
tho 
management of 


moneyed institutions, it is especially 
gratifying to present the abovo iiguros 
m connection with n time-honored Phil- 
adelphia institution.
